To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  ^3^  which  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Circular  l/69  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A.  full  representation  of  the  health  of  the  district  is  given  in  the 
following  pages  and  below  are  some  features  of  the  Report. 

Population:  The  population  for  the  Urban  District  in  mid  1969  ms  10,810 
which  is  an  increase  of  220  over  1 9 68 • 

Births :  The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  has  decreased  to  191  -  7 
less  than  in  1968.  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of  17*7 > 
England  and  Wales  1 6.3 • 

Deaths:  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  123  -  a  decrease 
of  12  from  1968.  This  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  11.4,  England  and 
Wales  11.9.  During  1969  no  child  in  this  district  died  under  the  age  of  one 
year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  ischaemic 
heart  disease  (previously  recorded  as  "coronary  disease  and  angina"),  with  a 
total  of  37 •  Cerebrovascular  disease  (i.e.  "strokes")  and  malignant  diseases 
are  next,  with  21  and  13  deaths  respectively. 

Motor  Accidents:  There  7/as  1  fatality  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act:  No  action  v/as  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases:  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  amounted  to  85  (81  cases  of  measles  and  4-  cases  of  food 
poisoning) . 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  by 
the  staff  of  the  Department  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest 
in  public  health  matters  during  the  year.

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  General  Practitionery  Services • 

District  Nurses,  Midwifery  and  Health  visitor  services  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council  under  the  administration  of  the  Stafford  Area  Health 
Committee.  Family  doctor  services  are  supplied  in  the  Stone  Urban  District 
by  seven  general  practitioners. 


Hospital  Services. 

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  available  at  Stafford 
C-eneral  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Centre, 

Aged  and  chronic  sick  cases  are  accommodated  at  Trent  Hospital,  Stone,  for 
treatment  and  Part  III  accommodation  under  the  County  Council  if  required; 
aged  and  other  persons  are  accommodated  at  "Roseneath” ,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Stafford  County  Welfare  Department. 

Yamfield  Hospital,  which  was  formerly  the  infectious  diseases 
hospital  for  the  district,  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford 
hospital  and  other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

When  required,  causes  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent,  and  Moxley  Hospital,  Birmingham, 


School  Clinics  and  'Welfare  Services. 

These  are  held  at  the  St.  Michael's  Hall,  Stone,  and  the  Community 
Centre,  Walton,  and  administered  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council, 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  times: 

Infant  Welfare  Centre,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Weekly  Thursday  afternoons. 

Walton  Community  Centre  :  Weekly  Wednesday  afternoons. 

School  Clinic,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Fortnightly  Thursday  mornings. 

Programmes  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  and  adults  against 
poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diphtheria  and  also  smallpox  are 
carried  out  by  local  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  maintain  specialised  clinics 
where  defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be 
treated  when  these  are  referred  following  school  medical  examinations,  and 
by  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and  others. 


Health  Visiting. 


Two  full  time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  for 
work  in  the  district.  The  Health  Visitors  attend  all  sessions  of  school 
and  consultant  clinics,  following  up  cases  as  necessary  by  visits  to  the 
home,  and  also  co-operate  with  the  Public  Health  Department  on  cases 
with  housing  difficulties. 


Tuberculosis  Services. 

A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  General  Infirmary,  to  which 
patients  in  the  Urban  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  operating  part-time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate. 


Laboratory  Service. 

Specimens  of  milk,  water  and  suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination. 


Ambulance  Service. 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Ambulance  Station. 


Meals  on  Wheels.

In  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amended  Act  1962), 
the  Stone  Urban  District  Council  co-operates  ¥>dth  the  W.R.V.  S.  and 
Messrs.  Quickfit  and  Quartz  in  operating  a  meals  on  wheels  service  for  the 
aged  and  infirm.  During  the  year  approximately  8,840  meals  were  delivered 
by  voluntary  effort  to  persons  v/here  it  was  thought  that  these  would  be  of 
value.  The  cost  to  the  recipient  is  6d.  per  meal,  the  remainder  being  shared 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  County  Council.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  Stone 
in  having  meals  supplied  to  us  by  Messrs.  Quickfit  and  Quartz  at  an  extremely 
low  cost.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  W.R.V.S.  in  being  prepared  to 
distribute  them  for  five  days  a  week,  which  is  also  very  unusual. 

GENERAL  HEALTH  IN  THE  AREA  INCLUDING  VITAL.  STATISTICS 

These  statistics  give  in  the  form  of  tables  details  of  deaths  and  births 
and  other  various  rates  which  are  compared  with  those  for  England  and  7/ales, 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  local  rates  are  based  on  a  relatively  small 
population  and  therefore  subject  to  wider  fluctuations  than  where  larger 
populations  are  involved. 

It  will  be  seen  that  measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  and 
mumps  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.

During  the  year,  samples  of  final  effluent  discharged  from  the 

Sey/age 

Disposal  'Works  to  the  River  Trent  have  been  taken  by  the  Trent  River 
Authority  and  the  County  Health  Department.  On  a  number  of  occasions, 
samples  failed  to  meet  the  required  standard  of  the  Trent  River  Authority 
because  of  the  continuing  overload  at  the  Works. 

Charges  for  the  reception  of  trade  effluent  continued  to  be  levied 
by  the  Council  at  8  premises  and  during  the  year  a  number  of  samples  of 
trade  effluent  taken  at  the  various  premises  indicated  in  general  that  the 
Consent  Conditions  were  being  complied  y/ith. 

Extensions  to  the  Y/estbridge  Park  Pumping  Station  and  the  Pirehill 
Sewage  Disposal  Viforks  have  continued  through  the  year. 

Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 

Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  3  houses  with  pail  closets  and  33  houses  with  septic  tanks 
in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 

Water  Supply. 

The  mains  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  provided  by  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  from Pumping  Station  and 
during  the  year  a  satisfactory  bacteriological  standard  has  been  maintained. 
6l  samples  taken  by  the  Board  v/ere  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  of  which  43 
7/ere  from  the  Pumping  Station  and  18  from  the  supply  area. 


11  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

7  visits  v/ere  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 

New  supplies  during  1969  -  114  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  mains. 
During  the  year  there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  recurrence  of 
discolouration  of  the  water  supply  in  parts  of  the  area  due  to  work  carried 
out  by  the  Water  Board. 

5*  Refuse  Collection. 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
although  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  and  keeping  staff  for  this  work  due 
to  the  attraction  of  better  rates  of  pay  and  working  conditions  in  other 
employment,  continued  during  the  year. 

Tipping  on  Site  No.  2  at  Swynnerton  hs.s  continued  during  the  year. 

The  increasing  number  of  private  dwellings  built  during  the  year  have 
again  continued  to  tax  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  especially  during 
bad  weather  and  breakdowns •  A  replacement  compacting  collecting  vehicle  of 
larger  capacity  was  obtained  in  Aprilto  meet  the  needs  of  property 
development  and  the  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  caused  by  modem 
package  methods  of  most  household  commodities. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  obtained  in  small 
quantities  and  salvaged,  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered. 

There  has  been  some  reduction  in  the  collection  and  baling  of  waste 
paper  and  cardboard  during  the  year  and  this  is  thought  to  be  due  to  the 
increasing  use  of  plastic  and  other  similar  material  for  wrapping  purposes 
and  the  fact  that  fewer  of  the  manual  employees  appear  to  be  interested  in 
baling  paper  in  their  own  time  for  which  payment  is  made.

Continued  co-operation  by  local  firms  has  taken  place  during  the 
year.  Some  nuisance  occurred  at  the  new  boiler  plant  of  Alleyne's  School 
and  this  was  investigated  by  the  County  Council  and  the  National  Coal  Board.

During  the  year  no  reports  of  accidents  were  received  and  there  were 
no  proceedings  for  prosecution  instituted.

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  two  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses.  All  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after  slaughter. 

The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  five  private 
butchers'  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.  Some  meat  is  also  supplied 
to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area.

The  four  remaining  butchers'  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies  from 
outside  the  district.

In  the  case  of  cattle 
the  reduction  since  1959  has  been  from  5«1^  to  nil  and  in  the  case  of 
pigs  from  2.47^o  to  1 .03%  which  shows  a  decrease  over  last  year.
